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CONCORDIA PROFESSORS TO EMBARK ON CHINA EXCHANGE 


MONTREAL / November 21, 1988 --- Concordia University 
Biology Professor Elaine Newman and Chemistry Professor Cooper 
Langford will be travelling to the People’s Republic of China 
later this year as guests of NSERC (the National Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council) and its Chinese counterpart NNFC 
(the National Natural Sciences Foundation of China). 

The professors are among a select group of nine Canadian 
researchers chosen recently as the first participants in a joint 
exchange program negotiated last year between the two granting 
agencies. 

Under the agreement NSERC pays the cost of the round-trip 
fare to the People’s Republic, while NNFC pays the researchers’ 
living expenses inside China. In the case of Chinese researchers 
coming to Concordia, travel is paid by NNFC while NSERC covers 
living expenses in Canada. The agreement provides for the 
exchange of both scientists and resources between the two 
countries. 

The work of Dr. Langford, Concordia’s Associate Vice-Rector 
Academic (Research), focuses on the collaborative research in 
inorganic material between Concordia laboratories and the Center 
for Materials Analysis in Nanjing. He will also lecture in China. 

Dr. Newman’s areas of expertise are molecular biology and 
microbiology. She will lecture on these subjects, as well as on 


planning curricula and establishing joint research programs.
